Bellefontaine Resident Says Measure Would 
Increase Saloons and “Invite Lawless 
and Lowest Elements From City.”

JEFFERSON CITY, March 12.— 
A bill to permit the sale of hard 
liquor by the drink in the large un- 
incorporated areas of St. Louis 
County,. which has been branded 
by its opponents as a “roadhouse 
bill,” was the subject of a lengthy 
and at times heated debate before 
the House Judiciary Committee 

last night. 

Representative Forrest Mitten- 
dorf of Overland said the purpose 
of the bill was to “improve the-en- 
forcement of liquor laws in the 
county,” but in the opinion of 
county residents who appeared at 
the hearing it would have just the 
opposite effect. 

Peter B. Gibson, representing the 
Bellefontaine Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation, charged the proposed law 
would cause saloons and _  road- 
houses to open all over the county 
and would “invite the lawless and 
lowest elements from St. Louis 
City into the county to patronize 
those places.” 

“It would bring drunken drivers, 
accidents and a general breakdown 
of law in St. Louis County,” he 
declared, 

Enactment of the measure, in 
the opinion of Dr. P. A. Tate, su- 
perintendent of the Anti-Saloon/| 
League of Missouri, is sought by 
tavern owners in St. Louis and 
county municipalities, who want to 


city police and go where they can 
operate as they please without be- 
ing molested. 

Garrett Fitzgerald, head of the 
Jefferson Township Democratic 
Club, protested that residents in 
new subdivisions in unincorporat- 
ed areas do not want saloons and 
taverns to open near their homes 
and 4uin the value of their prop- 
erty. 

Under the present law taverns in 
unincorporated districts can only 
sell 3.2 and 5 per cent beer by the 
drink. Robert B. Denny, first as- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney of St. 
Louis County, who said he was not 
appearing for or against Mitten- 
dorf’s proposal, asserted that some 
establishments were bootlegging, 
as in the prohibition era, because 
of the restriction against the sale 
of hard liquor by the drink. 

He said it was difficult to ob- 
tain convictions in more than one 
out of 20 cases of this kind, since 
juries are not in sympathy with 
the restrictions on unincorporated 
areas. He said two county grand 
juries reported the lack of proper 
liquor law enforcement in these 
districts could be remedied only 
through legislation. 

The committee took no action on 
the bill, laying it over for the 
writing of a substitute measure 
which wiii provide for the regula- 
tion of taverns in the unincorporat- 
ed areas and fix the county license 
fees to be charged.

The weapon, Mrs. Burns said, 
was a revolver she had purchased 
last October to protect herself from 
her husband. 

Rodemich, at the time of the kill- 
ing a pre-legal student at St. Louis 
University, testified his stepfather 
grabbed him by the throat when he 
tried to stop the quarrel. 

“He shoved me against the wall 
and tossed me around,” Rodemich 
testified. ‘I; stepped in between 
my father ana mother and he 
grabbed me by the throat. I heard 
several shots. Then I don't re- 
member what happened.” 

Rodemich, 21 years old, tall and 
slender, said his stepfather weighed 
about 220 pounds and was in robust 
health. He was 44 years old. 

Dr. Joseph A. Scopelite, who ex- 
amined Mrs. Burns in the East St. 
Louis jail the day after the killing, 
testified he found her in a highly 
emotional state and incoherent. 
There were bruises on her head and 
body, he said, and a cut on the 
right side of her head.

exceeded the benefits paid that an 
adjustment of benefits upward is’ 
possible without endangering sol- 
vency of the fund. The experience 
has been that nearly $20,000,000 is 
collected annually and less than $6,-

The bill provides for an in- 
crease in the maximum weekly 
benefits from $15 to $18 a week and 


an extension of the period during — 


which benefits will be 
12 to 16 weeks. 

Under the present law a worker 
must wait three weeks after he be- 
comes unemployed before the bene- 
fit payments begin. Under the 
bill this waiting period is reduced 
to two weeks. 

Reducing somewhat the tak or 
contribution of the employer to the 
fund, the bill would amend the 
present law to conform to a re- 
cent amendment of the Federal Un- 
employment Compensation Act and 
relieve employers of paying the tax 
on that portion of each salary which 
is in excess of $3000 a year. Under 
the present law the employer is 
taxed on his total payroll. 

The merit rating provisions of the 
present law, under which an em- 
ployer’s contribution to the fund is 
reduced in 1942 and. succeeding 
years on the basis of his stabiliza- 
tion of employment, is retained un- 
der the bill. It will be pos- 
sible under the bill for an employer 
to reach a classification under 
which he would pay no unemploy- 
ment tax. 

Although there has been some 
demand from labor organizations 
for a change in the strike provi- 
sions, they remain in the bill as 
in the present law. Under these 
provisions a worker is ineligible 
to benefit payments from the 
fund if his unemployment is 
caused by a strike in which he is 
participating, or which he is help- 
ing to finance. 

The provision that an employer 
pays the tax on the total wages 
payable ‘to his employes is changed 
in the -ill to provide that the tax 
shall be on the wages paid.

Hoover Relief Plan 


By GEN. HUGH 8S. JOHNSON 
T just “ain’t good enough.” The 
Jeritist reply to Herbert Hoover’s 
tentative plan to supply some 
food to starving civilians in the 
conquered countries—and to supply 
it under’ complete British control— 
smells, or, as my distinguished 
namesake, Samuel Johnson, once 
said in defense of rugged Anglo- 
Saxon 
stink.” 


The British argument boils down 
to this: “Germans are responsible 
for their conquests. Let them do 
the feeding.” That’? swell—from 
the British viewpoint—but the cold 
humanitarian fact remains that 
there isn’t enough food in Europe. 
There is another consideration here 
and it isn’t very pleasant. It is 
that one of the chief weapons of 
modern war is morale of the civil- 
ian population. . The Germans reap 
our righteous indignation for im- 
pairing it by bombings of non-mili- 
tary objects. But what do we think 
—what are we to say of the delib- 
erate application of starvation to 
wholly innocent peoples—especially 
to the weak and to women and 
children—as a possible weapon of 
war? It is a ghastly thought. 

Remember, this is no suggestion 
of aid to enemy populations, but to 
people that Britain incited to war 
in her own interests when she was 
—as has been proved—unable to aid 
them, - , 


Merely an Experiment. 

Mr. Hoover’s proposal was not 
final. It was, by its own terms, an 
experiment. If it turned out to 
result in military aid to Hitler it 
was to be abandoned. It was to 
cost our people nothing. Couldn't 
it even be given a trial? 


It is a gross mistake even to men- 
tion race or creed in any of this 
argument. But, please, may I say 
that Mr. Hoover is a Quaker, even 
as were all my mother’s family. 
They don’t believe in ferocity or 
blood-shedding. In Spain, and al- 
most everywhere else that human- 
ity has suffered, they have moved 
in with food and bandages. At the 
World War armistice, Britain was 
unwilling to feed the conquered 
enemies. The war was over. Mr. 
Hoover’s was the. great voice 
raised to favor some alleviation of 
“man’s inhumanity to man.” At his 


urging we appropriated and spent 
$100,000,000 to supply dietary defi- 


ciencies to the aged, the weak and 
the helpless in the conquered coun- 
tries. 

This column is not to urge any 


softness or any slackness in out 
conduct of this war. <As a student, 
if not an adept, in the whole his- 
tory of wars, it recognizes that the 
Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse

are as much a part of it as gun- 
‘powder and bullets—Conquest, Star- 
vation, Death and Pestilence. But 
it is impossible here to see how our 
people can support a blockade of 
conquered peoples, friends of ours, 
the effect of which will probably 
be to starve them into submission 
to our potential enemies and could 
possibly be to warm and strengthen 
them into resistance in behalf of 
our apparent friends. 


Unequal Burdens. - 


This British position goes just a 
little bit too far. It is all right 


for them to pay cash to Canada 


and their other associated nations 
for munitions they are to get free 
from us, to “conscript” Canadians 
for four months’ training with no 
obligation to serve overseas, while 
we take our men by conscription 
for a year with no limitation as to 
service, and many other similar un- 
equal burdens assumed so gratui- 
tously by Uncle Sam. But when 
the ukase comes that we shall not 
even try to alleviate the sufferings 
of peoples who are as much part 
of our flesh and blood as the Brit- 
ish—Belgians, French, Dutch and 
Danes—to see whether it can be 
done without impairing the British 
military position, my Quaker blood 
rebels and while I have never stood 
on common ground with Herbert 
Hoover, I do today. His opposition 
seems to me cryel and inhuman.

AFL, C10 Foresee No Labor Shortage 


Nor a Great Decrease in Jobless; 


Feel Job Training Exceeds Needs 


Union Officers Predict 8,000,000 Still Will Be 
Unemployed at Peak of Defense Program 
in June—Both Groups Demand Greater

WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP). 

RGANIZED labor finds plenty 
0 of questions to ask about the 
™ present defense employment 
picture. 

Neither AFL nor CIO visualizes 
a labor shortage on the basis of 
their present figures. They incline 
to the belief that the job training 
program may outrun actual needs. 

Both are sharply opposed to any 
Legislative bar on strikes; neither 
wants to see the wage, hour and 
organization gains of the last 
decade whittled away, nor do they 
want to see all the profits go to 
industry. : 

Both have suggested plans for 
smoothing out wrinkles that arise 
in .employer-employe _ relations. 
Philip Murray, head of the CIO, 
has called for industry councils to 
view the problems of each major 
defense industry as a whole. He is 
opposed to a remodeled war labor 
board which would look at isolated 
labor disputes. The plan of Robert 
J. Watt of the AF'L is for a set of 
labor policy advisory committees 
reaching down into the local areas. 

The last CIO estimate of unem- 
ployed was 9,000,000, a figure fairly 
close to that of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. The last AFL 
estimate was somewhat less than 
8,000,000. 


Another 3,000,000. 


But CIO. statisticians say the 
9,000,000 figure does not take into 
account another 3,000,000 persons 
whom they say have been driven 
back to the farms during the de- 
pression, or who were brought up 
on farms and have been waiting 
there for outside jobs. 


Aviation companies like to hire 
farm boys. And the CIO says they 
have been moved by the hundreds 
through quick training courses into 
jobs in that industry. Since they 
are not listed in the regular un- 
employed estimates, their move- 
ment into jobs leaves those fig- 
ures untouched. 

CIO officers say they will be sur- 
prised if there are not still] 8,000,- 
000 unemployed when the defense 
program surges toward a peak in 
June. 


In many ways this tallies with the 
AFL point of view. It figures, also, 
that about 9,000,000 of those now at 
work have been working less than 
4C hours a week, that 4,000,000 of 
them have been working less than 
30 hours a week. Thede alone are 
said by the AF'L to be capable of 
swallowing a million man-hours of 
work a year without employment of 
another man. 

‘Also, each year 600,000 young 
workers begin looking for jobs. 
That many can be pat to work with. 
out affecting the over-all employ- 
ment figure. And when good wages 
seem likely, many thousands of 
persons who ordinarily would not 
be working go out and take jobs. 

Technological changes, too, have 
cut down. the number of workers 
needed in many essential indus- 
tries. The CIO says that steel, now 
running at 96 per cent of capacity, 
ic using fewer workers than it did 
at a lower production level in 1929. 
It says even the peak of the arms 
boom will not wipe out unemploy- 
ment in the steel districts. 

So far as strikes are concerned, 
both the AFL and CIO point to the 
comparative figures on the number 
of strikes in 1917, when the nation 
was at war and had 4450 strikes, 
and 1940, when the defense drive 
started and there were 2450 strikes 
—involving an estimated 575,000 
workers and loss of 6,500,000 man- 
days. 


220 in January. 

The Labor Department reports 
there were 220 strikes in January 
of this year, involving 65,000 work- 
ers with 625,000 aan-days lost. This 
is a preliminary estimate. 

Labor Department figures indi- 
cate a fairly large share of strikes 
in the last year were for wage in- 
creases. 

Looking at the problem from that 
point of view, the CIO keeps a 
close watch on the earning charts 
of corporations.

From Nazi Dachau, deliver us! 

From the bombing of London, deliver us! 

From the Polish Ghetto, deliver us! 
And now also: From Camp de Gurs, deliver us! 

. * * 

Camp de Gurs was established in the Basse-Pyr- 
enees to harbor—after a fashion—Spanish Loyalists 
who fled before Franco into France. 
Fifteen miles southwest of Pau, on a bare plateau 
which is swept by the icy mountain winds and 


‘churned into mud by the frigid mountain rains, many 


other homeless ones have been sent to it since the 
outbreak of the war and, especially, since the col- 
lapse of the French. — 

Its original tenants were some 8000 Spanish wom- 
en. By last November it also harbored, according 
to an estimate of the New York Times, about 7000 
refugees from the North of France, and 9000 Jews 
from Baden and the Palatinate. Among these are 
many children and a very large number of the aged 
dispossessed. The camp has been enlarged, and is, 
perhaps, the largest of eight such places in Vichy 
France. Three others are being built. 

Contrary to the German concentrafion camps, there 
is in the administration of De Gurs a certain sym- 
pathy for its inmates, we are told. Suffering is, 
nevertheless intense. Sympathy is not food; neither 
is it raiment or shelter; and, so far, it has not been 
strong enough to cut the barbed wire which, in many 
instances, separates husband from wife, mother from 
child. 

Camp food, such as it is, has never sufficed for 
more than two-thirds of these people, almost none 
of whom ever fired a shot in Europe’s blood-letting. 
The rule that permits them to accept foodstuffs 
which may be sent to them, or to provide themselves 
with food if they can, is, of course, little more than 
a mockery. The Red Cross and the Quakers have 
been able to get some things to the camp by dint of 
great effort, but not nearly enough. 

Such shelter as there is at De Gurs is to be found 
in windowless wooden barracks accommodating about 
150 persons. These barracks, bare, filthy and un- 
heated, are separated by wire, beyond which no per- 
son may go. 

A few letters, scribbled on odd bits of paper, have 
reached the Times. They are pathetic and tragic. 
“We may not get beds,” writes one of the camp op- 
timists, “but perhaps bags with straw to sleep on 
as some of the women have them already.” 

A French woman, driven from her home by the 
invaders, writes: “My boy, unfortunately, is not 
with me; he is about 10 minutes away, but that is 
bad because we cannot see each other. We are poor 
prisoners.” 

Still another report: “There are many sick per- 
sons and many funerals—yesterday 17 and today 24.” 

And one sums up for all: “This is the greatest 
tragedy the world has ever witnessed.” 

In the United States, a handful is working for the 
deliverance of these people, but, so far, with more 
hope than accomplishment. 

These are facts. No comment is needed. In Eu- 
rope the Litany of Horror remains an unanswered 


prayer. 
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WHEN THE DEVIL WAS SICK—— 

The heat’s too strong. We can’t stand 
it.

So at last the Democratic leaders have decided on 
the plan which should have been adopted in the be- 
ginning, namely, a recount of all the ballots and the 
establishment of a committee, with equal representa- 
tion of both parties, to settle disputed points.

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A PLAUSIBLE BUT MISLEADING TAX PLAN. 

It is estimated that Missourians hold some two bil- 
lion dollars’ worth of money, notes and bonds on 
which they do not pay a dime’s worth of taxes. The 
custom has arisen of never reporting their existence, 
or giving merely a microscopic figure. If the State 
and its taxing subdivisions could levy on this wealth, 
their receipts would be increased by about $30,000,000, 
Auditor Smith estimates. So, on the surface, the 
bill for compulsory assessment of such hidden as- 
sets, introduced in the Legislature by Senator Wil- 
liam M. Quinn of Lewis County, should be one answer 
to the State’s financial problems. 

It sounds plausible, but it is highly misleading, as 
a moment’s analysis will show. The owners do not 
declare these assets because the tax rates that ap- 
ply would be confiscatory. In St. Louis, for instance, 
the rate would be $2.70 per $100. How much would 
such a payment leave of the income from a note, a 
‘savings account or a bond, after other assessments 
were paid? It would usually leave a deficit. Until 
a sensible scale of taxation is worked out for these 
assets, they will remain in hiding. In fact, to drag 
them out at the present rates would be an injus- 


tice.

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GOV. DONNELL STOPS A TREASURY RAID. 
A mortal blow was dealt the Democratic ma- 


lature a veto that electrified the State. Gov. Don- 
nell has now signified his intention to use the same 
weapon, and thereby has saved the people the sum 
of $77,400, which a majority of the Legislature was 
ready to appropriate for pure patronage and waste. 

The Senate was about to fall in with the House 
scheme for hiring 80 unnecessary clerks by means 
of a subterfuge to evade the plain terms of the 
Constitution. When Gov. Donnell made it known 
that he_“would not approve any type of bill which 
appropriated funds for a purpose not authorized by 
the Constitution,” the Senate dropped the scheme to 
raid the State Treasury. : 

The episode proves that Missouri’s new Governor 
has a capacity for decisive action. It demonstrates 
also that the Senators have a respect for his leader-' 
ship. There will doubtless be compromises during 
Mr. Donnell’s administration, since his party is in 
the minority in the State Government, but his first 
encounter with the Legislature gives assurance there 
will be no compromise with legality or fair play. 

The saving of $77,400 is good news for the people 
of Missouri, and this indication of their new Gov- 
ernor’s caliber is even better news. 
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INCOME-TAX PATRIOTISM. 

Virtually everyone who files a return is paying a 
higher income tax in 1941 than ever before, and 
thousands who haven’t paid in previous years find 
themselves within the tax brackets this year. Ex- 
emptions have been decreased, surtax rates have 
been increased and there is an added 10 per cent 
defense levy on top of everything. 

The public realizes that national defense is the 
explanation of the increased levies and, after a nor- 
mal amount of protesting about the labor of prepar- 
ing a return, the checks are being sent in with fewer 
complaints than ever before. But even these higher 
payménts aren’t enough for some patriots. The 
New York Collector reports he has received checks 
for additional amounts, ranging from $1 to $25 and 
explained as defense contributions, from 73 taxpayers 
in his district. Doubtless there are hundreds of 
other such instances elsewhere in the country. 

These voluntary contributions are examples of 
real and practical patriotism. They show the spirit 
of the people as America moves into full speed on 
its defense program. They shoufti also be a reminder 
to defense officials that their colossal budgets come 
out of the people’s pockets, and a warning that every 
dollar should be made to count in the huge job of 
safeguarding America.

Dear Editor Wallhausen: 
OUR reply to my article on Southeast 
Missouri was so delightfully personal 
in tone that I now presume to address 
you directly. On several scores, your let- 
ter pleases me, especially its invitation to 
visit you. I shall accept, of course. 

You are mistaken in presupposing that 
I have visited your country only for a few 
hours at a time. On one of my more ex- 
tended visits, I met some of the independ- 
ent citizens you describe and I liked the 
folks I met. They were kind during my 
stay and when [I left, gave me mementos 
of the region, among them the April 13, 
1939, issue of the paper of which you are 
owner, editor and publisher, the Charleston 
Enterprise-Courier. . 

I find in it statements which are extreme- 
ly interesting when laid side by side with 
your recent letter to the Post-Dispatch. 
For instance, in the Post-Dispatch you ex- 
press general abhorrence of Government 
benefits, referring both to the Morehous® 
and LaForge projects, while in your own 
paper I find, unaccompanied by any derog- 
atory comments, an article stating that 
“up to date over 88 per cent of the farm- 
ers in this county have met with local 
committeemen and completed their farm 
plans,” but warning the remaining 12 per 
cent that they have only “until May 1 to 
express their intentions to participate in 
the 1939 AAA programs by completing in- 
dividual farm plans,” and that “it will be 
impossible to obtain payments on farms for 
which no performance inspection is so re- 
quested by May 1.” ! 

Those benefits, too, came out of taxation. 
I believe that you and I as taxpayers are 
rightly concerned about what happens to 
our money when it goes to landlords or 
to sharecroppers or to urban citizens. When 
funds come out of the Federal Treasury, you 
have the right to concern yourself with the 
expenditure of tax money in St. Louis, and 
I in Southeast Missouri. ‘ 


In fact, as travelers we perhaps see re- 
gions away from home with a fresh eye. 
I had not thought of the Milles group as 
a fish pond, but the idea amuses me. And 
I heartily indorse your interest in our 
“depot platform bums.” Should you de- 
cide to parallel our St. Louis Committee for 
the Rehabilitation of the Sharecropper, Inc. 
with a Mississippi County Committee for 
the Rehabilitation of the Depot Platform 
Bums, Inc., I shall become a contributor. 

But your inference is that since there is 
so much to be done in St. Louils—and, of 
course, there is—a St. Louisan has no 
right to concern herself with social prob- 
lems at a greater distance. Again, your 
edition of April 13, 1939, sets a precedent. 
On page 12, you give considerable space to 
the program: of the annual convention of 
Christian churches of Southeast Missouri 
about to take place in your city, and I find 
on it items such as “Theory and Program 
of World-Wide Missions” and “Address by 
a Former Missionary to Tibet.” I’m not sure 
whether Tibet asked Southeast Missouri for 
help, but I am sure Southeast Missouri 
asked St. Louis for help. 

Again, in the Post-Dispatch you refer to 
your Southeast Missouri “doctors willing to 
drive miles over bumpy roads to deliver 
a baby for $5 or nothing at all.” I have 
a letter from one of those splendid doctors 
(and I mean splendid!) which says: 

“The social and economic status of the 
white sharecropper in the South is so

degraded that it should constitute a na- 
tional disgrace and bring a blush of shame 
to the cheek of ev.ry American. These 
sharecroppers are working 12 hours a day 
for 75 cents. Many landlords have found 
it profitable to dispense with the share- 
cropper, cultivate their reduced acreage 
themselves, hire some labor at rush periods 
and profit handsomely by keeping all parity 
payments in the family. Most of the share- 
croppers are scantily clad, and rarely have 
a change of clothing. The death rate among 
their parturient women is very high, as 
you might suppose;.they do not possess 
even the most elemental! things toward the 
proper conduct of labor.” 

But your good doctor, too, rails against 
the Government, for he continues: “The 
Government is spending thousands of dol- 
lars sending men down here, telling us 
how to lower the maternal death rate when 
it is not lack of knowledge on the physi- 
cian’s part, but is purely an economic 
problem on the mother’s part. I feel some 
times it is only by the grace of God that 
any of them recover, for we cannot begin 
to put into practice any aseptic technique, 
as we find conditions in their homes. 

“How these people manage to get through 
our long cold winters in their open houses, 
half-fed and poorly clad, is a mystery to 
me. Many of their homes have no stoves, 
only an oil barrel with a hole at top for 
pipe and one at the bottom for the wood. 
Hundreds of their homes do not have a 
chair in them, only a box to sit on.” 

* 


I have met that doctor, have driven 
with him over the bumpy roads to the 
cabins when he paid his calls, and he im- 
pressed me as a man who would be glad 
to help his patients avail themselves of the 
hospitalization opportunities you refer to 
in your letter, if he knew about them. I 
suggest that you publish particulars in the 
columns of the Enterprise-Courier. 

No, Mr. Wallhausen, I cannot consider 
the problems of St. Louis and Southeast 
Missouri as unrelated. Apparently the 
Mayor’s Advisory Committee which recent- 
ly reported on conditions in St. Louis could 
not either, for, in part, they say: “The most 
serious criticism of the Homer G, Phillips 
Hospital for Negroes is an estimate that 
4 to 10 per cent of patients admitted are 
not residents of St. Louis. Patients are 
said to come from hundreds of miles south 
of St. Louis.” 

Actually, the official registry of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association does not list any 
hospital beds in the following Missouri 
counties: Mississippi, Pemiscot, Dunklin, 
Stoddard, Scott and New Madrid. 

Possibly some of our well-informed resi- 
dents may agree with you about St. Louis 
just as some of the well-informed resi- 
dents of Southeast Missour’ agree with me 
about your region. At least I have letters 
from teachers, professional men and even 
a few landlords who write that they do. 

I am giad you “hauled off.” I counter 
with my right, for I welcome discussion 
both of the ills and the gains of Southeast 
Missouri (and of St. Louis, too). Let’s 
not be touchy about either place.

opened yesterday at the ° Artists’ 
Guild and, thanks to the addition 
of three cash prizes, the show has 
more. contributors and more life 
than any Guild exhibit of the last 
several years. 

There were more than 350 en- 
tries, of which the judges chose 87 
paintings and 22 pieces of sculp- 
ture. The principal changes 
brought about by the prizes are a 
welcome reduction in the number 


of dreary landscapes and portraits 
that used to clutter previous ex- 
hibits and a notable step upward 
in the amount and quality of the 
sculpture. 

A number of painters who passed 
up the show in recent years have 
returned to display their work, 
while some neW artists with an 
original slant have been recruited.

The New and the Mature. 

His winter landscape has a lyrical 
rhythm, his “Yarmouth Harbor” 
combines a few deep colors in a 
simple design.

Gates, who teaches art at Monti- 
cello College near Alton, and who 
is blessed with a rugged and un- 
sentimenta: approach.

The House leaders’ advice to the 
President was to call in the chief- 
tains of the AFL and CIO, point 
out the state of feeling on the hill, 
and threaten active White House 
support for curbs on labor if the 
labor chieftains could not keep 
their followers in order. The Presi- 
dent is strongly opposed to the 
anti-strike bill and other labor 
curbs now under consideration in 
the House Judiciary Committee, 
thinks the badness of the labor 
picture exaggerated, and has the 
pro-labor New Deal faction of his 
subordinates to consider.

Coal and Steel.

OF MOON. MAY BE 
VISIBLE TOMORROW 


Shadow Will Enter at 4:55 
A. M. and Cover Third 
of Diameter. 


A partial: eclipse of thé moon 
will be visible here tomorrow morn- 
ing beginning at 4:55 o’clock when 
the earth will be directly between 
the moon and the sun throwing its 
ishadow over the northern portion 
of the moon. J will be the only 
eclipse visible in the United States 
this year. 

Dr. Jessica Young Stephens, as- 
sistant professor of mathematics 
and astronomy at Washington Uni- 
versity, said today the earth’s 
shadow would start across the 
moon at a point 52 degrees east 
of the moon’s northern edge. She 
estimated the eclipse would attain 
its maximum phase, covering 
about a third of the moon’s diam- 
eter, at 5:55 o’clock and cease to 
be visible to St. Louis watchers 
at about. 6:16 o’clock. 

Students in Dr. Stephens’ class 
will have to view the eclipse from 
their homes because a clear view 
of the western horizon will be nec- 
essary, since the moon will be sink- 
ing steadily beneath it during the 
eclipse.

Dr. Borden S. Veeder Talks to So- 
cial Workers—Welfare Bills 
Discussed. 


The “God-given right” of free 
choice of a physician ‘is “a lot of 
bunk, because it doesn’t exist,” Dr. 
Borden S. Veeder, noted pediatri- 
cian, told an audience of social 
workers at Hotel wget yes- 
terday. 

“If I live in a small town in Mis- 
souri,” he said, “I am lucky if we 


have one physician. Certainly 
there is no choice there, If I be- 
long to the third of the population 
that can’t pay for medical care, I 
go to City Hospital and take the 
physician assigned to me. Even if 
I go to the Mayo Clinic, it’s true 
I have chosen the clinic, but I 
take the physician they assign to 
me.” 

In any discussion of good med- 
ical care, he said, these basic 
points are fundamental: The cost 
of good care has increased as a 
result of advances in science and 
will continue to increase; medical 
care is distributed unequally from 
economic and from geographic 
standpoints, and illness is fre- 
quently a catastrophe to a family. 
His audience was the local chapter 
of the Missouri Association for So- 
cial Welfare. 

Herschel Alt, director of the 
Provident Association and the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society, discussing bills

When he argues that some of

will produce inflation. 

But CIO men say most of the 
wage contracts in effect in basic 
industries were negotiated when the 
industries were working at about 
50 per cent ‘of capacity, that there 
is a large margin of company in- 
come out of which to take the wage 
increases, and that the Govern- 
ment should prevent price jumps. 

They figure, too, that when the 
Government cracks down with pri- 
orities, many plants now making 
peacetime products will turn to war 
goods, lessening the supply in the 
face of increasing consumer de- 
mands and causing price increases 
for workers who still are getting 
old-scale wages. 


Unions’ Contention. 


Moreover, both the AFL and 
CIO contend that industry struck 
first. The AFL puts it this way:. 

“Corporation after corporation 
and company after company, mak- 
ers of planes, explosives and guns, 
refused to go to work on defense 
production until terms satisfactory 
to them were finally negotiated 
and assured by contract. 

“In the most real sense of the 
word, these corporations went on 
strike, for they refused to go to 
work until all issues in dispute 
were settled to their satisfaction. 
Some of these strikes lasted as 
long as six months. In many in- 
stances, even the work of planning 
production and constructing the 
necessary plants was delayed that 
long or longer.” 

The CIO and AFL contend that 
any legislation which did away 
with their right to strike would put 
a compulsion upon labor that 
would be akin to slavery. 

Some of the unions, however, 
like those in metal trades, have 
adopted a policy of voluntary arbi- 
tration of disagreements with no 
stoppage of work, automatically 
barring strikes and _  lockouts. 
Building and construction workers 
have barred strikes for any rea- 
son on defense projects. They have 
mobilized 375,000 unemployed 
skilled workers as a traveling work 
force for cantonment construction 
and have agreed to take time and 
a half instead of. double time pay 
for work on Saturdays, Sundays 
and holidays. 

‘The CIO, having the aim of un- 
ionizing entire industries, irrespec- 
tive of the jobs the workers do, 
does not worry much about the 
dilution of skills—that is, the 
breaking up of a highly skilled job 
into several operations, with each 
worker trained to do a single oper- 
ation instead of the entire job as 
a skilled craftsman would do.

To Make Game

ARLIER this week I pointed 
E out that. the most. drastic 
change in the new Culbertson 
system involves the first response 
to an opening two-bid. Heretofore, 
in order to make any response ex- 
cept two no trump, the responder 
required a minimum of one honor 
trick. Now “natural” responses will 
be permitted, as follows: 
After an opening two-bid, if the 
responder holds a suit as good as 
QJxxxor Kx «xx, or any six- 
card suit, he is supposed to name 
his suit, regardless of any other 
strength in the hand. The original 
bidder can find out about actual 
control cards, such as aces and 
kings, by using conventional four 
no trump Bids. Take the following 
situation, which heretofore has been 
the source of great unhappiness: 

| WEST, EAST 
@AKQ875 
@A42 
@ AK J 
dh A 3 
Suppose in the old system East- 
West had a part score. The biddin 
would invariably go: | 

West East 
2 spades 2 no trump 
, 3 spades Pass 

No East in his right mind would 
have “monkeyed” with a four dia- 
mond bid. He would have passed to 
three spades, and been quite cor- 
rect in so passing, because (a) 
game already had been reached, 
and (b) a four diamond bid, unless 
by a miracle it happened to con- 
nect with West’s hand, might eas- 
ily put the partnership one level 
past its limit. 

The same tragedy often resulted 
even without a part score, through 
an interference bid by the oppo- 
nents, Thus the bidding could go: 
West North East South 
2spades Pass 2notrumps 3clubs 
Now if West, realizing that his 
partner would have to take some 
action,. fell back on a forcing pass, 
East would be very much on the 
spot. It would take tremendous 
optimism on his part to visualize a 
game in diamonds, hence he might 
well choose to double the oppo- 
nents simply because of his single- 
ton spade and the realization that 
his partner had a great many de- 
fensive tricks. But whether or not, 
under such circumstances, the 
East-West partnership reached a 
game contract, it was unlikely to 
arrive at the proper slam in dia- 
monds. 

Now, when West opens with two 
spades, East makes an immediate 
response of three diamonds, and all 
the “investigating” is done at a 
safe, low level. Since West holds 
the king and jack of diamonds he 
is able to read that East must 
either have a six-card suit or some 
honor value on the side. The 
main point is that a sound trump 
suit often is established on the first 
round of bidding.

He was apparently sure 
to lose a diamond, a heart and two 
clubs, but after some thought he 
saw that a throw-in might develop 
if West held both the king and 
queen of clubs, and if East could 
be kept off the lead. 

South, therefore, permitted the 
king of diamonds to hold the first 
trick. West continued with the 
queen of diamonds, dummy win- 
ning with the ace. A low heart 
was led and South ducked with 
the jack in order to get rid of his 
losing heart without allowing East 
to obtain the lead. West won and 
led the jack of diamonds. South 
ruffed, drew trumps, and cashed 
the ace of hearts. Dummy was 
entered with a third round of 
trumps and dummy’s last heart 
was ruffed. 

The stage now was set for the 
throw-in, so declarer hopefully led 
a low club from his hand. West 
won with the queen and had his 
choice between leading a diamond, 
which would give declarer a ruff 
in one hand and. a discard in the 
other, and a club which would per- 
mit South to make both the ace 
and jack.

Two cups all-purpose flour, two 
teaspoons baking powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one-fourth cup 
butter, one-fourth cup peanut but- 
ter, one cup sugar, one egg, beaten; 
two tablespoons milk. 

Sift flour, measure and resift twice 
with baking powder and _ salt. 
Cream butter, blend with peanut 
butter, and stir in sugar well. Add 
mixture and milk alternately, mix- 
egg beating until smooth. Add flour 
ing thoroughly. Roll out to about 
one-eighth inch thickness on floured 
board and cut out with cookie cut- 
ter. Place half the cookies on a 
buttered baking sheet, drop a tea- 
spoon of fruit filling in the center 
of each, and cover with a second 
cookie, pressing edges firmly to- 
gether. Bake in a moderately hot 
oven (400 F.) for seven or eight 
minutes, or until delicately browned. 
Cool on cake racks. Makes about 
two and one-half dozen cookies.

VEN thin girls, and under- 


weights, may have hips all out 

of proportion to the other body 
measurements. Too much sitting 
causes a spread, and. inactivity 
helps any excess: weight to pad 
the hips. Many girls who are quite 
normal in weight, will find they 
have an inch or more in hip meas- 
urement which they should not 
have if they desire perfect fig- 
ures, 

So hip exercises are ever pop- 
ular—and particularly so in pre- 
spring when most of us begin to 
seriously refashion oursélves. 


Unfortunately hip reducing exer- 
cises are the most strenuous of 
all and unless we tackle them with 
determination they will do little to 
beautify us. 


You must remember that any 
excess weight in this area was 
gradually accumulated—perhaps it 
took from seven months to a year 
to make you conscious of bulges 
in the wrong places! So you can- 
not expect to whittle down those 
bulges in a week. It will take 
from four to 10 weeks of daily, 
earnest exercising to get your hips 
proportioned once they have grown 
heavy.

Chill and when ready to serve quick- 
ly spread with whipped cream or 
white frosting.
